P. Mick- 
ley, U. S. N.” On the plate on the leit 
side are the words: “The shot from this 
was fired into Santiago, June, 1898”; and

I have previously stated in these 
columns that for some time past the Cey- 
lon fisheries have been badly husbanded: 
indeed, it was generally thought in the 
market that the abnormally high prices of 
the past year or two were partly ascriba- 
ble to this cause.

INTERVIEW WITH EDWIN W. STREETER. 


Mr. Streeter promptly and courteously 


responded to my request for information 
as to the pear] and precious stones mar 
kets by suggesting that I should give him 
a call. He is well known to the trade and 
to connoisseurs as an expert on all ques- 
tions relating to gems. His “Precious 
Stones and Gems” and “Pearls and Pearl- 
ing Life” have circulated in a good many 
countries. The latter is out of print, but 
inquiries for copies are constantly being 


received; a number being now on order 
for American re although it is 14 


years since it was published. Copies of- 
fered for sale have sold for more than 10 
times the publisher’s price. Mr. Streeter 
spent three years in revising the last edi- 


tion of “Precious Stones and Gems,” but 
does not feel equ il to the task of dealing 
with this book on pearls. In view of the 
important changes in the conditions of the 
fisheries, etc., the revision would be no 


easy matter. Streeter & Co., Ltd., have a 
fine show room in New Bond St., London, 
and an examination of the stock—exhib- 
ited in a number of detached show cases 
in the form of separated counters—gives 
evidence of the extensive character of their 
business. In addition to the full lines of 
mounted jewelry (pearls and diamonds 
largely predominating in accordance with 
present day requirements), a number of 
cases are devoted to unmounted gems: a 
glittering array which recalled to one’s 
mind the famous ejaculation as to the city 
of London, “What a place to sack!” Mr. 
Streeter is hale and hearty despite his ven- 
erable appearance. He is, of course, fully 
qualified for the half-century list of veter- 
ans. He is still actively interested in many 
precious gem ventures in different parts 
of the world: Pearl fisheries off Western 
Australia, ruby mines in Burma and em- 
erald mines in Egypt, among others. 

In reference to pearls, Mr. Streeter 
stated that the Ceylon fisheries, according 
to advices he had recently received, may 
be expected to resume operations in a 
couple of years or so. The Ceylon pearls, 
although of fine quality, rarely exceeded 
the size of a pea. The bulk of our present 
supplies come from the Persian Gulf, 
where fishing takes place pretty regularly 
and at fairly frequent intervals. The men 
engaged have carried on the work for 
many generations and are extremely hos- 
tile towards newcomers, so much so, in- 
deed, that interlopers usually meet with 
fatal “accidents.” The vessels are equipped 
by Bombay merchants, the customary ar- 
rangement being that seven-eighths of the 
oysters go to the owners and one-eighth 
to the fishers. Mr. Streeter’s son has a 
fleet of 20 fishing boats operating on 
the West Australian coast with good re- 
sults. The product is sent home through 
the Australian banks. From other quar- 
ters the pearls are shipped through to a 
couple of firms in London, who put them 
on the market. Regarding prices, there 
is no prospect of any falling off in value. 
The extraordinary advances in _ recent 
years Mr. Streeter illustrated by mention 
ing that a 20 grain pearl which 25 years 
ago fetched £80 would now realize £600 (10 
years earlier still, according to a list pub- 
lished in “Pearls and Pearling Life,” the 
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Otro K. Tress.

CLASSIFICATION OF JAPANESE ENAMELS. 

An interesting decision on the question 
of the classification of Japanese enamels 
was handed down recently by the Board of 
Classification of the United States General 
\ppraisers. It was rendered on the pro- 
test of L. Wertheimer against the ruling 
of Collector at New York to the effect that 
the enamels in question should be classi 
fied as manufactures of metal not specially 
provided for. The importer contended 
that the merchandise should come under 
the regular section for enameled metal ar- 
ticles, and his contention is sustained by the 
General Appraisers.

He was convicted of gran 
larceny at Buffalo, his particular offenses 
being the theft of a fur cape and about 
$500 worth of goods from a Buffalo jew 
eler. The New York authorities have 
agreed to let the Harrisburgh police of 
ficials have a chance at Hartman when 
they are through with him. He operated 
at Buffalo under the name of Jos. F. Allen 
Hartman posed in Harrisburgh as an 
\ustrian count, and was quite successfu 
in his peculiar line of operations whil 
here. He had two confederates, a man 
and a woman, and hoodwinked a number 
of business men here. It is estimated that 
his swindling operations here approximat¢ 
$1,200. E. L. Rinkenback. jeweler, gave 
him diamonds, watches and jewelry to the 
amount of $500 on bogus references from 
other cities. He represented that he was 
in the business and expected to become a 
heavy purchaser. His departure for New 
York was hastened by the discovery of a 
Cincinnati house from whom he endeavy 
ored to secure a big order of watches and 
diamonds, that he was a fraud. In 
Harrisburgh he fleeced furniture men 
typewriter dealers, real estate men, sta- 
tioners, druggists and every other class 
of dealers with whom he had any re 
lation. While here he lived in a mansion 
it Paxtang, a residence suburb. He cam 
here with a plausible story about being 
interested in a large silk manufacturing 
concern, and interested himself in spread 
ing the story that he was about to estab 
lish a large plant in UHarrisburgh. H«¢ 
advertised a special sale of graphophones 
watches and diamonds, only the day be 
fore he departed from the rear door of his 
home, with four trunks laden with un 
paid goods. He soothed the police de 
partment and won their favor by placing 
a graphophone in the office of the chief 


Decision in a Music Box Infringement 
Suit. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap 
peals, in an opinion handed down last 
week, affirmed the decree of the United 
States Circuit Court which dismissed the 
bill of the complaint in the suit brought 
by the Regina Music Box Co., New 
York, against Wm.

Replying to yours in reference to the 
guaranteeing of filled cases, I consider 
that the guarantee is very much abused, 
as many persons use it to make the maker 
give a new case even for the smallest de 
fect, and I have never blamed the maker 
for resisting if there is any reason. My 
experience is that a customer who pur 
chased a filled case will not take a case 
that is not as good as the old one (in the 
length of guarantee). It will always be 
1 cause of complaint if a 20-year case is 
not given in exchange for a 20-year case 
even if it did wear out in 10 years. It de 
pends where the worn out spot is on the 
old case. My experience is that the back 
and center will wear about the same. 

I cannot collect anything from a cus 
tomer for the length of time the case has 
been worn, as the customer does not pur 
chase it with that understanding and refuses 
to pay. 

Last but not least: A liberal policy on 
the part of factories and a fair deal on the 
part of the retailer will be the best policy 
I often think a change in the wording of 
the guarantee will get around the trouble, 
but do not think 1 could make it better 
myself. As it now reads it is an absolute 
guarantee to replace inside of a number 
of years the case is warranted. I also 
think the makers take too many chances 
on the time, and the 10-year case is good 
for five: the 25 year case good for 15, and 
others proportionately. I personally ob 
jected to recent raise of the guarantee as 
it opens a new chance for dispute and 
gives an unreasonable dealer a chance to 
further abuse the guarantee. Yours very 
respectfully, Wma.

Naked eye (na'-ked eye). The eye alone, 
without the adjunct of any instrument for 
assisting sight. 

Nasoculas (na-soc'-u-las). [Latin, nasus 
the nares -++ oculus the eye.}] That which 
belongs to the nose and eye in common. 


Near point (near point). {Middle English, 
nere = near + point the sharp end.] 
The shortest range at which a person can 
read Jaeger’s letters or fine print. Synonym: 
Punctum Proximum. 


Near-sight (near-sight). {Middle English, 
nere = the short range + sight vision. } 
A long axial diameter of the eye in which 
the rays of light from the distahce meet 
before they reach the retina, so that the per- 
son will see the finest print at the near 
point at a range considerably less than an 
emmetropic or hyperopic eye, but objects 
at the punctum remotem are not easily 
discerned without nipping the lids. Syno- 
nyms: Hypometropia; Myopiosis ; 
Myopia; Myopy. 


Needle (nee'-dle). [Middle English, nedle 
needle.| A sharp pointed instrument used 
for sewing up wounds, etc. A Cataract 
Needle is an instrument used in entering, 
through the cornea, the aqueous humor and 
capsule of the crystalline lens into the lens 
body itself, for the purpose of allowing the 
aqueous element to enter and dissolve 
the opaque crystalline lens. A Discission 
Needle is a cataract needle. Two of them 
are used to enter the crystalline lens and 
by a sweeping motion to break up the lens 
mass. The Knife Needle is a very small 
knife-like instrument employed in discission 
operations for cataract. The Needle Opera- 
tion for the removal of a cataract is the 
absorption or discission method. 


Needling (nee’-dling). [Middle English, 
nedle = needle.}] An operation calling for 
the removal of an opaque crystalline lens 
by means of two cataract needles which 
enter through the cornea, aqueous humor 
and capsule of the crystalline lens into 
the lens body, and by a gentle, rocking mo- 
tion the lens substance is broken up and 
the aqueous humor permitted to enter and 
dissolve out the lens itself. Several opera- 
tions are necessary to effect this, and the 
cases selected are of the soft varieties of 


opaque crystalline lens, especially lamellar 
cataract. 

Negative (neg'-at-ive). [Latin, negare 
to render negative or absent.] The opposite 
of positive. The negative surface of a peri- 
scopic lens is the concave surface. 


Neotocophthalmia  (ne-ot-oc-oph-thal’- 
mi-a). [Greek, neotikos = a new born babe 
+ ophthalmia = inflammation of the con- 
junctiva.] A specific inflammation of the 
superficial structures of the eye in a new 
born baby. Synonym: Ophthalmia- 
nematorum. 


Nephablepsia (neph-ab-lep'-si-a). [Greek, 
nipha = the snow + ablepsia = blind.] A 
form of amaurosis caused by the intense 
glare of sunlight upon the snow. Synonyms: 
Snow-blindness; Niphablepsia. 


Nephelopia (neph-el-o'-pi-a). (Greek, 
nephale = a cloud + ops the eye.] A 
diminution of vision caused by a haziness 
or cloudiness of the transparent parts of 
the eye. 


Nerve (nerve). [Latin, nervus = a nerve.) 
The white, string-like fibres which transmit 
impressions from an organ or part to the 
brain and from the brain to the organ or 
part. The Motor-Oculi Nerve controls the 
muscle of convergence together with the 
sphincter iris. The Optic Nerve transmits 
impressions from the eye to the brain. The 
Sympathetic Nerve controls the dilator iris 
and acts antagonistically to the motor-oculi 
nerve. 

Neuriorhabdium (neu-ri-orh-ab -di-um). 
[Greek, newron = a nerve + rabdion =a 
rod.}| An individual name given to one of 
the rods and cones which constitute Jacob’s 
membrane or ninth layer of the retina. 


Neuritis (neu-ri'-tis), [Greek, neuron 
a nerve + itis = an inflammation.] An 
inflammatory condition of the nerve trunk. 
Optic Neuritis is an inflammation of the 
optic nerve. 

Neurodictyitis (neu-ro-dic-ty-i'-tis). 
[Greek, neuron a nerve + diktwon 
retina + ‘tis = an inflammation.] An in- 
flammation of the optic nerve and the 
retina. Synonym: Neuro-retinitis. 


Neuro-epithelium (neu-ro-ep-ith-e -li- 
um). [Greek, newron a nerve + epi = 
on + thele = anipple.] The ninth layer of 
the retina; Jacob’s membrane or the layer 
of rods and cones. 


Neurolemma (neu-ro-lem'-ma). [Greek, 
neuron = a nerve + lemma =a peel.| The 
third tunic of the eye. Synonym: Retina. 

Neurolemmatitis (neu-ro-lem-mat-i-tis). 
[Greek, neuron = a nerve + lemma a 
peel + itis = an inflammation.] An. in- 
flammation of the third coat of the eyeball. 
Synonym: Retinitis. 

Neuromeninx (neu-ro-men'-inx). (Greek, 
neuron = a nerve + menigks = membrane. } 
An expansion or spread out state of a mem- 
brane, consisting largely of nerve cells, such 
as the retina, which is considered as an ex- 
pansion of the optic nerve. 
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Neurophthalmia — (neu-roph-thal'-mi-a). 


[Greek, neuron a nerve + ophthalmos 
an eye.] An inflammation of the superficial 
structures of the eyes, of nervous origin. 


Neuro-retinitis (neu-ro-ret-in-i'-tis). 


[Greek, neuron =a nerve + Latin, retina 
the retina + itis an inflammation. | 
An inflammation of the optic tract, in- 
cluding a zone of the surrounding retina, 
which exhibits hemorrhages with white dots 
scattered over its surface, indicating either 
a renal disease like albuminuria or an in- 
tracranial malady, The albuminuric trouble 
is seldom discovered in children, while the 
intracranial diseases, both acute and chronic, 
may occur in children as well as in adults. 
The treatment depends upon the cause, the 
condition, and the age of a patient. 


Neutralize (neu'-tral-ize). [Latin, neuter 


= not one or the other; neither.) The 
method of counter-balancing an agent or 
drug. Contra-generic lenses will neutralize 
and the method of procedure is as follows: 
A convex two dioptre lens will render neu- 
tral a concave two dioptre spherical lens; 
that is, instead of an object appearing smaller 
or reduced in size and moving with the 
movements of the concave sphere, an object 
will look natural and all movements cease 
as in looking through a plane glass when 
the two dioptre convex sphere is superim- 
posed upon the concave sphere. A cylin- 
drical lens shows an object which will move 
with or against in one meridian besides 
having a singular twisting movement when 
the cylinder is rotated, so that the plane 
meridians of both cylinders which are con- 
tra-generic should be placed together and 
the meridian at right angles tothe axis will 
be canceled and thus the axis together with 
the focal strength is demonstrated. 


Newton, Sir Isaac. Born in 1642; died 


1727. His principal works are: ‘‘ Principia” 
and ‘‘ Optics.” He propounded the ‘‘ Emis- 
sion Theory,” which offers the supposition 
that light consists of molecules which are 
thrown off by luminous bodies with such 
rapidity that they are brought into contact 
with the retina. This theory at length yielded 
to the ‘*Undulatory Theory” as advocated 
by Christian Huyghens. Newton was the 
father of physical astronomy and mathe- 
matical philosophy. He made reflecting 
telescopes and was the discoverer of gravi- 
tation. Newton also produced the ‘color 
rings” which result by pressing down a 
cover glass upon a slide in microscopy. The 
revolving card called ‘‘ Newton’s Disc,” with 
the seven colors of the spectrum delineated 
thereon, when put in motion, will become 
one solid mass of white. Bismuth is some- 
times called Newton’s Metal. He is con- 
sidered as the greatest philosopher and 
mathematician of his day and generation. 


Nicol, William. Born in Edinburgh, Scot- 


land, 1768; died 1851. He produced a prism 
made of Iceland spar, which consists of 
rhombs cut in an oblique direction and 
cemented together by means of Canada 
balsam. These are placed lengthwise so 
that the rays of light are divided, pass 
through and become polarized. Nicol’s 
prisms are employed in some of the ophthal- 
mometers and produce extraordinary as well 
as ordinary concentric circles upon the cor- 
nea, so that an extra-oval cornea may be 
objectively demonstrated in astigmatism.

The Madame Dreyfus Casket. 


EREWITH is presented a view of the 
silver casket to contain the address of 
sympathy to be presented to Madame 
Dreyfus by the readers of the London 
(Eng.) Morning Herald. This work, in the 
spirit of poetry and graceful allegory, tells 
again the oft-repeated story of the fina! 
triumph of innocence and justice over op 
pression and perjury. The period from 
which the general motif for the design has 
been taken is the Rénaissance The 
main box is an oblong and is highly 
decorated in chased repoussé and appliqué 
work throughout. The central panel con 
tains three faithfully executed medallions 
in enamel; that on the right being Maitre 
Labori, on the left the intrepid M Zola, 
while the central figure is that of Drey 
fus himself, and is taken from the latest 
photograph of Captain Dreyfus since his 
restoration to liberty The correspond 
ing panel on the reverse of the casket 
bears the following inscription in English: 

“Presented to Madame Dreyfus by the readers 
of the Morning Herald, London, as an earnest: of 
their faith in the unblemished honour of her hus 
band, Captain Alfred Dreyfus, and as a token of 
their admiration of her brave and dutiful devotion 
to him in his unmerited suffering.” 

Grouped beneath these two panels are 
cornucopiae and fruits, symbolizing peace 
and prosperity still in store for the re 
united pair. At each of the four corners 


of the casket, standing upon decorated 
pedestals, are beautifully modeled allegor 
ical winged figures representing: “Hope” 
resting upon an anchor; “Truth” holding 
up the mirror to the world; “Innocence” 
caressing a dove, and, finally, “the Record- 
ing Angel” duly noting the sufferings and 
trials of Dreyfus. The cover of the cas-

ket is moulded and domed, richly decor- 
ated throughout, and is again surmounted 
by an exquisitely modeled figure of 
“Blind Justice” holding the scales and 
naked sword. The size of this unique 
piece of work is 10 inches long by 15 
inches high; and the entire work has been 
designed, specially modeled and carried 
out in the highest style of art in the stu 
dios and workshops of Elkington & Co.'s 
establishment The whole is in very 
heavy and massive solid silver and richly 
gilt. The interior of the casket is lined 
with rich purple silk and it stands upon
